New York, Sept. 3.—Shortly after 9 o’clock 
this morning one of the most disastrous fires 
that has visited New Yorkin years broke out 
in Hale’s piano factory, situated about the 
centre of the block bounded by Thirty-fifth and 
Thirty-sixth streets and Tenth and Eleventh 
avenues. The buildings were of brick and 
of the flimsiest construction, being eight aad 
nine stories in height. The newer of the two 
structures was built on the ruins of the factory 
blown down in 1871, at which time several per- 
sons were killed. in the old factorv some 250 
hands were employed. No one of these seemed 
to think of turning in an alarm, and, 

WHEN THE FIRST ENGINES ARRIVED, 

the whole factory was a mass of flame and 
smoke. The workmen on the fourth floor and 
below got out without trouble. The floors 
above speedily filled with dense smoke, causing 
most of the occupants to run to the windows 
and roof. Two men, Greb, aged 62, and Albert 
Lee, aged 52, were seen to fail backward from 
a window into the flames, and undoubtedly both 
perished, notraces of them having since been 
found. The flames, fanned by a brisk gale, 
spread rapidly, and ‘at 10 o’clock the walls of 
the old fartory fell witha crash that was heard 
a mile. A moment later the new factory was 
asheet of flame, and speedily five factorics, 
twenty-two tenements, fifteen shanties, and 
eighteen stables and sheds were burning. 

THE PEOPLE OF THE TENEMENT-HOUSES 
and shanties saved scarcely any of their effects, 
being driven out by the intense heat. The 
sparks were carried in every direction, and were 
beaten down by citizens armed with brooms 
and pails. Graham's silk-factory, on Thirty- 
fifth street, could not be saved. Robe’s im- 
mense packing establishment was saved by a 
private hose conveyance. 

THE SCENE 

was grand. There was an area of fire extend- 
ing over two blocks. Tne flames leaped Thirty- 
fifth street and sw apt nearly the entire block. 
They ran across Thirty-sixth street and destroy- 
ed five buildings. Nearly all the houses facing on 
Tenth avenue were licked up. At 1 o’clock 
the fire was under tontrol, leaving two or three 
tall chimneys and a few tottering walls with 
great heaps of steaming bricks and a huge pile 
of glowiug charcoalto mark the site of over 
sixty buildings. 

FROM THE FIRST THE RUMORS 
regarding the loss of life began to spread. 
From five men buried in the ruins, the number 
was run up to over a bundred, and telegrams 
sent to the hospitals brought thirteen ambu- 
lances to the scene—many more than were 
needed. It is not possible yet to ascertain the 
actual loss of life. Two men were killed by 
jumping from a window, and three others are 
missing. The firemen say there are 
NOT LIS THAN FORTY BODIES IN THE RUINS. 
The number of men on the upper floors 
at the time of the alarm is not 
known, and the discoveries to-morrow 
may be something like those at the 
Brooklyn Theatre. Various persons living in 
the vicinity report sceing numbers of men fall 
blackened into the burning buildings, and all 
sorts of stories are afloat. The losses on the 
property destroyed and damaged will not much 
exceed $500,000. Iu all, eighty buildings were 
either destroyed or damaged by the flames. 

THE PRINCIPAL LOSSES 
are distributed as follows: John P. Hale & 
Son, on both buildings and contents, $225,000; 
John Graham & Son, silk factory, build- 
ing and contents, $150,000; E. M. Connolly, 
cooper shop, $15,000; Josiah Walker, charcoal- 
vard, $3,000; twenty-two tenements, $75,000: 
eighteen stables, $20,000; sixteen tenements 
damaged, $12,000; trucks and wagons; $2,000; 
fifteen shanties, $5,000; household goods of two 
hundred famulies, $40,000. 

LITTLE INFORMATION 
could be obtained in relation to the insurance, 
but it is possible it will not cover one-half the 
loss. Owing to the neighborhood, the nature 
ot the buildings, and their contents, insurance 
could net be effected in any sound company ex- 
cept at very high rates, and sume companies 
would rot take a risk on some of the buildings 
at any tate, so that the insurance is very light. 

THE FIRE BEGAN 

in the drving-room on the fourth floor of the 
old factory. In this apartment the sounding- 
boards for platios were laid away until they be- 
came properly seasoned. The room was about 
twelve féet square, and filled with lumber. The 
remainder of the fourth floor was occupied by 
the carvers, about forty in number. These men 
discovered the fire before 9 o'clock. They 
thought it of little account, and gave vo alarm. 
Some of them busied themselves in removing 
lumder from the room, while the others 
threw upon the flames all the water 
they had onthe floor. Not more than half-a- 
dozen pails full of water were thus expended. 
After thus combating the flames for about ten 
minutes, the carvers 

GAVE UP THE WORK, . 
and, seeing the fire likely to spread into their 
room, busied themselves in packing up their 


| tools and clothing for removal. None of them 


thought of giving an alarm to their fellow- 

workmen on the upper floors. The flames, meet- 

ing with no opposition, grew in strength. Very 
draft c@tght and 


At ouce they ran from end to end and from side 
to side of the room, @riving the workmen out. 

IT WAS THEN THAT THE PERIL OF THE WORKERS 
on the floor was thought of, and they were 
given the alarm. All the carvers escaped, car- 
rying with them their tools, and the workmen 
employed on the three lower floors also got out 
in safety, but some of them lost their imple- 


‘ments. Antony Kemp, ® young varnisher, was 


employed with seven others on the seventh 
floor of the building. Shortly before 9 o’clock 
ne beard an alarm of fire. He started for the 
stairway, whither his comrades also ran. At 
the head of the srairs thev encountered a dense 
volume of smoke, which drove them back to the 
cent® of the room. 
sous OF THEM LOST THEIR WITS 

ani ran to the w 8, Intending to jump to 
the ground, eighty det below. Kemp remem- 
bered that a chain fire-escape hung from one of 
the windows on the southwest side of the build- 
ing, and calling to his companions he ran there. 
He found that aman Whowas ahead of him 


had dashed out the window and drawn 


the chain into the room. He dutched 
it and swung out of the window. He then slid 
rapidly down to the fourth story, where the 
heat was almost unbegrable. A man who was 
fullowing him pressed him so closely that he 
was 
FORCED TO DROP TO THE GROUND. 

He fell upon the rocky mound at the rear of the 
factory, and was not hurt. He did not after- 
ward see the man who had stepped upon his 
tingers, nor any of the oOtner men who had been 
at work with him on the seventh floor. 

C. B. Waring, a contractor who furnished the 
Hales with piano legs, was on the first floor 
when the alarm of fre was given. He ran 
up-stairs and saw the flames. se then ascend- 
ed to the seventh floor, and 

CALLED UPON THE MEN 

to leave their places as soon as possible. They 
did not heed bim, and began to pick up their 
tools and clothing preparatory to their depart- 
ure. He called to them to hurry, and turn- 
ed to go down-stairs. The smoke was 
blinding, and as be passed the 
fourth floor th flames beat al! 
about him. Further he met a man named 
James Young, who Wes also hurrying out. 
When they reached the lower story bricks were 
falling im front of the doorway and windows, 
and the smoke was so dense that the two men 
could not see. After a hard struggle, they got 
beyond the doorway and safely into the street. 
The bricks were faliing furiously, and the dense 
smoke that wrapped the lower part of the factory 
was pierced now and then by the flames, which 
were rapidly working their way downward. 


AT THE HEADQUARTERS OF THE FIRE DEPART- 
MENT 


the first notice was received of the conflagration 
at 9:38 a. m. At 9:48 the second and third 
alarms were sent out. Assistant-Chief Shay, 
Acting Chief during the absence of the Chief 
Engineer, says the spread of the fire was due 
in great measure to the lack of water. The 
Commissioner of Pubiie Works had failed to 
inform the Fire Departhent that the water had 
deen shut off aloug Tegth avenue, and when 
the engines first to arrive had attached their 
hose to the hydrants in the neighborhood of the 
burning factory 
THEY WERE POWERLESS, 
as the force was so slight as to be of no avail, 
and the steamer? remained idle for want of the 
necessary supply of water. A number of the 
steamers were sent to the hydrants along the 
line of Eighth and Niath avenues, and the 
etreams of water brought from so great a dis- 
tance were of very little service against the im- 
mense body of fire that they were required to 
contend with. A number of the more powerful 
engires were sent to the river front, and took 
suction from the North River. This source of 
supply was, of course, unlimited, but its, 
fulness was to a great extent marred by dis- 
tance which the water had to be pumped. 
THE HIGH WIND BLOWING 
during the forenoon, the nature of the building 
in which the fire broke out, and the inflammable 
character of its contents, together with the un- 
fortunate scarcity of water, conspired to make 
this one of the most disastrous conflagrations 
tuat has ever visited the city. The great loss 
shows the necessity of increasing the 
water supply in the upper portion of 
the city, which is rapidly filling with 
immense structures from eight to ten 
stories in height. These buildings are shells in 
construction, and filled with the most inflamma- 
ble materials. There is only a six-inch main in 
Tenth avenue. The hydrants are few and far 
between, and the force of water delivered from 
these hydrants is so light that the streams can- 
not reach the upper stories of the factories. 
The firemen were compelled to abandon 
A VALUABLE AMOSKEAG STEAM ENGINE 
which cost over $7,000, owing to the rapidity 
with which the flames spread, and the steamer 
was destroyed while attached to the hydrant in 
front of the Hales’ factory. Several firemen 
were injured during the progress of the fire, 
but none of them seriously. 
THE KILLED. 

But two men were known to be killed. Cari 
Carlinski, of No. 154 Broome street, a varnisher, 
jumped out of the eighth-story window and 
was instantly killed. Qtto Pissinger, of 419 
West Forty-eiguth street, a varnisher, also jump- 
ead from a window on the eighth floor and 
was instantly killed. His body was picked up 
from the side walk by the police and taken on a 
street car to the West Thirty-seventh-Street Po. 
lice Station. Paul Hess and Thomas Ludwig, 
varnishers, jumped from windows and were 
badly bruised and cut and prostrated by the 
shock. James Roland, of Engine Company 18, 
had his leg broken, and was badly bruised by a 


falling wall. 
4 COMMUNITY. 


On Thirty-sixth street at the rear of the main 
portion of Hale’s factory, and west of its north- 
ern wing is asmall mound of rocky formation 
upon which was clustered a number of shanties 
forming a miniature hamlet. The little houses, 
badly appointed and not over savory in condi- 
tion, were the homes of 200 people who had 
gathered around them of horses, and dogs, and 
pigs and goats as many as the neighbors would 
endure without complaint to the Board of 
Health. At the present time these poor people 
arc wandering without homes or means to pro- 
cure food. The descent of the flames upon 
their homes was so sudden that none of them 
had an opportunity to remove an article from 
their shanties, and all were glad to escape with 
their liv es.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Ngw York, Sept. 3.—J. P. Hale’s piano-fac- 
tory, on West Thirty-fifth street, was entirely 
destroyed by fire this morning. It is rumored 
that ten persons perished, The flames extended 
to the north side of the street, destroying the 
entire block, between Tenth and Eleventh 
avenues; also M. Connell 's barrel fattory, J. 
Graham & Co.’s silk factory, and several houses 
adjoining south; J. Walker’s charcoal factory, 
north of Thirty-fifty street, and a block o 
frame houses on Tenth avenue, between Thirty- 
ütth and Thirty-sixth streets. The factories 
and other buildings named on Thirty-fifth 
street were reduced to ruins in about three- 
quarters of an hour. The fire-steamer Fuller 
was anchored at the d at the foot of Thirty- 
fifth street, and lines of extended from it 
to Eleventh avenue, 4 river- water tp 


fire was ut its height. water was so scarce that 
the tenants of houses which caught fire from 
sparks were unable to obtain water in pails, ex- 
cept by damming up in the cutter the water 
which came from the fire-hose. The firemen 
made every exertion possible, but lack of water 


constantly hindered their efforts. They suc | 


ceeded before noon, however, in getting the fire 
under control, although it was still burning 
nercely in some of the buildings. The walls of 


the brick buildings fell from time to time with 


a heavy crash. ; 

IN THE CONFUSION 
prevailing it was impossible to obtain any de- 
talls of the losses, and very difficult to make 
even an approximate estimate of their total 
amount. The lowest estimate of the latter is 
$1,000,000, and many persons place the amount 
at a much higher figure. It is reported that 
many 

LIVES WERE Loser. 
but the rumors on this point are very con- 
flicting. It is probable that some workmen 
in the plano factory were unable to escape, 
bat the number is not yet kn by any ove 
The fire is believed to have en out in the 
fifth story of the building, and it is known 
some workmen in the upper stories had great 
difficulty in escaping. One workman, named 


| Edward Packmaster, jumped from the upper 


window, and was taken up ina terrible condi- 
tion. His skull was fractured and many bones 

n. He was carried to the station-house, 
and in afew moments, A few other work- 
men, whose names are not ascertained, were se- 
riously injured. They were sent to the Bellevue 


A woman is known to have died during the 
fire, but reports differ agto whether she was in- 
jured in attempting to escape building, 
or died from iliness, nt 
and the shock. 

It is believed by many persons in the neigh- 
dorhood that from twenty to forty workmen 
perished in the piano-factory, but thus far this 
is merely a supposition. 

Three alarms were sent out in rapid succes- 
sion, and a large foree of firemen, engineers. 
and trucks responded to calls. Heat produced 
by the fire was intense, and the firemen were 
obliged to keep at a considerable distance from 
the burning buildings. It is probable, however, 
that they could have prevented the fire from 
spreading if they nad had a sufficient supply of 
water. The hydrants supplied only scanty 
streams, and some became entirely drained in a 
short time. 

THE FIRE ORIGINATED 

through the carelessness of Nicholas Monk, a 
varnish-rubber, who was heating some varnish 
over astove. While his back was turned, it got 
ablaze, and the flames spread like a flash. He 
fled at once for his life, giving the alarm as he 
ran, but. the windows being open, the flames 
swept through the building, finding fresh {nel 
at every step. It is supposed that 
about 200 men were employed in the build- 
ing atthe time. On the seventh floor were 26, 
on the fourth floor 31, and on the fifth, sixth, 
and other floors about 150. It cannot yet be 
ascertained how many have been burned in the 
building. The hatchways m one corner were 
open, and the flames rushed to the upper 
stories as if through a flue. Several firemen 
say that from the upper story of the factory men 
were calling for ladders for help, for God’s sake, 
but that the ladders were not long enough to 
reach them, and, even if they were, they 

not be placed if a position owing to the intense 


heat. 

SOME FELL TO THE PAVEMENT, 
and others, after wildly waving their arms, fell 
back into the burning mass behind them. 

The great eight-story wall on Thir- 
ty-sixth street fell almost without 
notice, and who are buried under it will not be 
known until the debris is cleared away. 

The wildest excitement prevailed as the 
flames leaped to the adjoining buildings, main] 
tenement potty and men, women. and chil- 
dren fied for their lives. They saved nothing, 
and were fortunate to even escape with their 
lives. 

UP TO A LATE HOUR TO-NIGHT 
the number of casualties was: 

Killed—Oliver Pasucker, who jumped from 
the top story and was instantly killed; and An- 
nie Smith, a child, smothered in the tenement- 
house adjoining the factory. 

The injured were Paul Hess, employed in 
the factory, who jum from the seventh 
story window to a small adjoining building, but 
not dangerously hart.

TERRIBLE SCENES. 

Some of the most terrible scenes of the fire 
occurred in the tenement-houses. One fireman 
rescued an iniant and its helpless father from a 
fourth floor, and then went back at the peril of 
his life and found another child just expiring 
from suffucation. 

Annie Sweet, an occupant of a tenement- 
house, died from fright. 

When the walls fell it became easier for the 
firemen to work, and the intense heat subsided 
somewhat, enabling them to approach and play 
on the burning masses. 

It was noticed that during the day 
no employes were to be found, and 
therefore persons believed that they had all 
perished in the flames, but yet new inquiries

TRAT MISSISSIPPI MONSTER. 
St. Lows Mee Democrat, Sept. 2 

About three weeks ego the (Hlobe- Democrat 
containc? au account of a wonderful aqiatic 
monster which was seen in the Mississippi River, 
near Quarantine Station, opposite the Govern- 
roent dike. The strange reptile was described 
by a number of persous who saw it as baving « 
head siniilar to that of a dog and the bill of a 
pelican, through which it spouted a stream of 
water in the manner of a whale. tt was ob- 
served to disvort itself in the water for ten min- 
utes, and then to disappear from view. The 
monster was reported to be al! the way from 
thirty to 100 feet in length; Though ® abarp 
lookout has been kept up by people living in 
the vicinity, no sign of the curious aulmal has 
been discovered since it disappeared, and even 
those who felt certain they had seen it began to 
suspect that thev were the victims of a too-lively 
imagigation. But a circumstance happened last 
Wednesdffy which no longer permits doubt that 
a monster docs inhabit the waters of the Missis- 
sippi, of even more fearful proportions than 
were first attributed to it. On that day a Ger- 
wan farmer named Jacob Erst, living ten miles 
above Ste. Genevieve and fifty miles below St. 
Louis, was riding along the river bank, when he 
discovered an unusual and sivgular object 
stretched out on the sands, close by the water's 
edge. The river bank at this point is very low, 
starting at the edge of the water with a wide 
sand-bar, and extending at least 100 feet before 
reaching the low bluffs that serve as outer 
banks. Erst first took the object to be an im- 
mense cottonwood log or tree that Had been 
washed ashore by the last flood; but, scei 
that it moved, he soon discerned that tt 
was an animate being of the most mon- 
strous dimensions. Somewhat overcome by 
fear and excitement, he galloped away ip 
haste, and, reaching a neighbor’s house, 
a few hundred yards distant, related his discov- 
ery. Upon a brief consultation it was decided 
that the neighbor and his two grown sons abd 
Mr. Erst should go back with guns, and see 
whether the monster was real or fancied. . Ar- 
riving at the spot indicated, the reptile was dis- 
covered still stretched ont op tie sand, and not 
more than 100 feet from where the men stood. 
It was the meridian of day, and the suv poured 
down its hottest rays. The monster lay in the 
sand, sunning bimself, and evidentiy oblivious 
to all surroundings, 4 hasty survey was taken 
by the party, aud it was agreed that it was at 
least seventy feet in length. The head. as 
described originally by Eagan. was shaped much 
Nike that of the dog, but Mr. Erst maintains 
thai it bore a stiligreater resemblance to that 
of the sea-lion, thouch several times larger. 
The pelican-shaped bill was also observable, 
and this was estimated to be five fect in 
length, being very sharp and pointed and having 
the appearance of an immense horn or tusk for 
use in offensive wariare. The body was the 
size of a four barrel and covered with brown, 
shiny scales—as large as a human hand. Along 
the neck was also observed the mane, long and 
tangled like that ot a horse. It had six legs, 
and on cach side a huge finer paddie. the tail 
was long, and gradually sloping to the end, 
which was set off with a spreading, fan-like fin, 
and the edges of the tail were indented so as to 
give it the resemblance of a double-edged saw. 
Occasionally the monster shifted its position, as 
if to get mort comiortabdly tixed, moving the 
feet carefully aud one ata ume aud swinging 
the tall around in a way that threw the dry 
sand in al! directions. Whe horses that fot a 
sight of it reared and plunged so thev had to be 
taxeu to the rear and tied, the men returning4o 
make further observations. For teu minutes 
the mouster lay like a gigantic leviathan witb 
his short. angular legs outstretched and his im- 
mense tail Wiping the sand like a mammoth 
broom. With this exception no portion of his 
body moved, and be gave forth no sound save 
an occasional puff, loud and sonorous, similar 
to that of the sea-ccow. The men watching it 
hatioed at different times, hoving to arrest its 
attention, but it did not deign to turn its eyes 
in that direction. A rifle shot, fired by one of 
the young men, James Stevens, had 90 more 
eflect than if u had been adrop of water, the 
ball glancing off and falling far out into the 
river. Finally the men concluded to descend 
the bank and approach it from the rear. This 
they did with great caution. but had not pro- 
ceeded more tuan thirty feet along the sand 
when the monster for the first time discovered 
that enemies were near, and began movivg. The 
outstretched legs were drawn up under the 
ponderous body. which — a moment 


or two like a floating and then, 
witb a sudden motion, turned com- 
pletel, oyer, its new tion being 


within five feet of the water. The men seeing 
that it was about to escape into the river. opeu- 
ed a broadside with three rifies and a shot-guo. 
it was evident that the leviathan felt the volley, 
lor he uttered a deep and tremuious snort as if 
in pain, and rolled over again, this time landing 
in the shallow water. Immediately turning his 
head toward the current, he made rapid progress 
from the shore, puffing with a borrid noise, and 
ting water five or ten feet high, and shortly 
—— beneath the muddy wares. Where 
he swam the water seemed agitated as if by a 
whirlpool. and nis enormous body sank so sud- 
denly as to produce a suction like that accom- 
panving the sinking of an uvertreighted boat. 
About forty shots in all were fired, and whe 
the men approached the spot where tir 


monster bad disported himself spots 01 
Food were plainly fyisible in various 
places on the sand near the water's 


edge. Thie left no doubt that at least some 
of the shots bad taken effect in the vulnerable 
rts of the body, though it was exceedingly 
improbable that the monster had been vitally or 
seriously hurt. Along the sbore, although the 
sand had been beaten down hard aud firm, a de- 
pression of at least four mehes had been made 
where the stupendous body had lad. A meas- 
urement of the impression was taken by Mr 7 
Stevens, and irom where the foreicet rested t 
the point swept by the end of the tail it was 
— — feet and three inches, leaving the head 
and body to be added, making an undoubted 
gregate length of seventy feet. An imprint of 
the foot showed that * to be 
fourteen inches across. a 
several inches in length. In the wet sand, im- 
mediatels at the water, the feet and legs had 
sunk at ſeast twelve inches, leaving great ae 
mire-looking holes nearly a foot an 
diameter. 

A report was prevalent that about 7 
miles above, on the day before, a yawi-boa ——

when it came tothe combat between Aichmond 
and Richard, the fighting was so terrific that it 
cansed a lull in the storm, the frritated audience 
held their noise and their breath, —thev had even 
threatened to lyuch Keau in cold- blooded Bust- 
ton.—but his fencing that night was that of a 
madman, and held them speil-bound: the Rich- 
mond had really to fight for his li le. 

With the decay of the classical drama, fenc- 
ing like that of Kean and Booth has passed 
away. There ate good feucers still on tLe stace, 
but none of the realistic fighting as of yore. 
Every actor, big and little, then could fence, 
and well, too.—every utility man expecting to be 
called upon et moment's notice to play 
Richmond or Leertes, When Macready, Booth, 
Adams, or any star of that constcilation was 
expected ina theatre, during rehearsals and long 
after would resound the clash of swords. and 
the air would be thicker of sparks than the sum- 
mer woods of fireflies.

THE APPELLATE COURT OF COOK COUNTY, 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Cutcaco, Sept. 3.—Under the law creating 
the Appellate Courts the Supreme Court is re- 
quired to assign twelve of the Cireuit Judges of 
the State to duty in said Courts, three of them 
to the First District, three of them to the 
Second, three to the Third, and three to the 


Fourth. 
This statute is ambiguous as to whether the 
Judges so assigned must reside in the districts 
for which their respective courte are created. 
It is generally expected that at least two of the 
dudges {or this district will be taken from other 
parts of the State, aud it has been questioned 
whether a Circuit Judge of this county if as- 
sicned to duty in the Appellate Court, could 
continue to draw his extra $3,500 a year from 
the county, or would have to relinquish part of 
his present $7,000 salary. 
The latter question is easily answered. By 
the Constitution, the Judges of the Superior 
and Circuit Courts of Cook County shall ro- 
ceive the same salaries, payable out of the State 
Treasury, as are or may be paid to the other 
Circuit Judges of the State, and such further 
vom pensation to be paid by the County of Cook 
as is or may be provided by law. Such com- 
pensation shall not be changed during their 
vontinuance in office. Therefore, if they remain 
Circuit Judges, their compensation cannot de 
changed during their term of office, aud the 
additional compensation to be paid by Cook 
County must be paid by it though they be 
assigued to duty in the Appellate ourt of any 
other district in the State. 
By the Constitution, we see that the Apnel- 
late Courts shall be held by such number of the 
Judges of the Cireuit Courts. at such times and 
ene. and iu such manner. as may be provided 
y law; but no Judge shall sit in review upon 
cases decided by him, nor shall said Judges 
receive any additional compensation for such 
services.“ It is plain that they are to continue 
in office as Circuit Judges, and receive their 
compensation as such. 

By the Constitution. these Appellate Courte are 
** created in districts formed for that purpose.’ 
„All officers provided for in this” (judiciary) 
‘article shall respectively reside in the division, 
circuit, county, or district for which they may 
be elected or appointed.’ ” “An office is a pub- 
lic position created by the Constitution or law, 
continuing duriug the pleasure of the appoint- 
ing power, or for a fixed time, with a successor 
elected or appointed.” 
The law for the assignment of Juages of these 
Appellate Courts fixes their term for three years. 
and requires the appointiyentol successors, Dot 
ul Circuit Judges are Judges of tue Appellate 
Courts, and it is clear that those who are ap- 
pointed to that position are Judges of those 
courts; judicial officers provided for iu this arti- 
cle of the Constitution having a fixed term of 
office; being so, they must reside in the district 
for which they may be elected or appointed. 
Are the Judges of the Appellate Courts to be 
elected or appointed to those courte? 1 
2 is, that The Supreme Court shall as 
n twelve of the Judges of the Circuit Court 
this State to duty in said Appellate Court as 
— Three of ( them 10 the Pirst District, 
three of them to the Second District, three of 
them to the Third District, three of them to the 
Fourth District; which said assignment shall be 
for a term of three years, and upon the 
tion of said term the Supreme Court s as- 
sign their successors for the term aforesaid.” 
Here is clearly an office of Judge of the Ap- 
pellate Court, with a term of office and a suc 
cessor in office.

New York City has hada large fire. A 
block of buildings has been destroyed, and a 
large number of lives are lost. The Asso- 
ciated Press in its account says: 

Three alarme were sent out in rapid snecession, 
and a large force of fremen, engines, and trucks 
res ponded to calls. The heat produced by the fire 
was intense, and the fremen were obliged to keep 
at a considerable distance from the burning build- 
ings. Itis probable, nowever, that they could 


have prevented the fire from spreading if they had 
The hydrants 


supplied only scanty streams, and some became 
entirely drained in a short time. 

How long ago was it that the New York 
papers were loudly abusing Chicago becanse 
she had not enough hydrants or sufficient 
water with which to extinguish fires? Can 
it be possible that this fire could have been 
prevented from spreading, if there had been 
a sufficient supply of water? Is it not time 
that the insurance companies increase their 
rates for New York City, or refuse risks alto- 
gether, until the authorities make the city 
safe against fire? If we remember rightly, 
this was the sort of advice that was given in 
our case.

THE POST-OFFICE SAVINGS BANES. 

While there is a general approval of the 
suggestion that the Government shall adopt 
the plan of savings banks so successful in 
England, the Chicago 7imes, with its usual 
ignorance, scolds like a drab in denunciation 
of the measure. Without going imto the 
details of the measure, its general features 
are so plain and simple that a child may un- 
derstand them. There are now savings banks 
in various parts of the country, and located 
mainly in the large cities and in other cen- 
tres of the mechanical and manufacturing 
labor populations. These banks are private 
institutions, and, as a class, afford no sub- 
stantial ‘security to the people who have 
deposited with them over one thousand 
millions of dollars of their savings. The 
Government of the United States has 
$814,000,000 of 6 per cent bonds and $703,- 
000,000 of 5 per cent bonds outstanding. The 
Government can offer to the owners of these 
deposits to receive the same and pay them 
8.65 per cent interest, which; taking the 
character of the security, is a better invest- 
ment than the higher rates offered by private 
institutions, any one of which may at any 
time repeat the robbery perpetrated by the 
State Savings Institution. The Government 
has its bonds outstanding in the hands of 


| people in all parts of the world. To take up 


a part of these bonds, say one-third or one- 
half, by issuing the loan at a lower rate of 
interest to a large body of our own people, 
thereby making the public debt a local 
instead of a foreign one, certainly cam be no 
departure from the legitimate and constita- 
tional functions of the Government. It will 
be a mere change of creditors, accompanied 
by a reduction of the rate of interest on the 
debt. The undertaking of the Government 
will be to receive this money, keep it until 
called for, and pay interest thereon at the 
rate of {65 per cent. 

We have suggested that, following the En- 
glish system, the post-offices of a certain 
class be made agencies for the receipt of de- 
posits, which deposits are forwarded to the 
nearest Sub-Treasury. The Postmaster is- 
sues a receipt or pass-book to the depositor, 
avdthe money is entered to the credit of the 
depositor on the books of the central agency. 
At the end of every six months the interest 
is entered up to the credit of the depositor, 
who is at liberty, under proper regulations of 
notice and identity, to draw wut the whole or 
any part of it at any time, just as is now 
done in all other savings banks. The Times 
thus comments upon this measure : 

Everybody should then be invited to carry his 
savings to some cross-roads receiving-teller, who 
might and might“ not be able to make a correct 
entry of the sum in a Government bank-book. 
Government, the banker, should thus borrow al! 
the spare money of millions of depositors. What 
security would the depositors have for the safety 
of their deposits? Simply the average integrity and 
intelligence of fifty or sixty thousand party-made 
Postmasters, added to that of sundrv other party- 
made officeholders through whose bands the money 
would pass on its way to the Government bank- 
vault, and the promissory note of the Government 
tor so much of the amount as should safely reach 
that common depository. / 

It is not proposed that Postmasters shall 
be any more than receivers of deposits ; their 
receipts therefor will bind the Government. 
The depositors would have the same security 
for their money that they would have if they 
held a Government bond. or any other form 
of obligation. The defaleation of a Post} 
master would no more invalidate a certificats 
of deposit, or a deposit pass-book, than it 
would invalidate the postage-stemps sold by 
the Postmaster. The objection is not only 
unwarranted, but it is ignorantly stupid. 

There are several thousand post-offices in 
the country now which daily receive deposits 
of money, and which issue therefor a certifi. 
cate of deposit, payable on demand at any 
other post-office in the United States select- 
ed by the depositor. These deposits, limit- 
ed by law in the amount of each, aggregate 
annually many millions of dollars. They 
bear no interest. There has never been any 
complaint that the plan did not work 
admirably, and has been especially sat- 
infactory because of the absence of any 
fraud and dishonesty in the business. The 
Governmeut becomes responsibie for every 
order issued by the Postmasters, and has 
rarely, if ever, had to meet any loss arising 
from official dishonesty. The proposition is 
not to make every Postmaster a savings 
bank for kis neighborhood; the United 
States Treasury is to be the savings banks, 
and the Postmasters are mersly the agents 
to receive the money, for which the Govern- 
ment becomes responsible. 

We have already pointed out that there are 
two classes of deposits in the savings banks. 
One, by those persons whose savings are in 
small sums, and who have no means of keep- 
them safely. The deposits of these persons 
The 
deposit their money until — — 
sum as will enable them to use it for some 


class of greater means seck the savings 
banks as a place for the safe keeping of the 
money and for the interest they get on their 
money. These deposits average much larger 
than do those of the other class. This class 
of depositors have enough to pu:chase a 
bond or several bonds, and we have 
no question that if the Government would 
issue A 3.65 per cent bond, to be had on ap- 
plication at any time at any Sub-Treasury or 
other Government depository at par, many

savings banks would seck investment in 


these bonds. We have urged the issne of 


the post-office savings banks. Then, when 
the small deposits in the savings banks accu- 
mulate to $50 or $100, the dp sitor, if so 
disposed, can exchange his pass- ook for 4 
bond. In England the deposits in the sav- 


ings banks are limited to $125 for any one 


person, the purpose being to confine the 
benefits of the banks to the depositors of 
small savings, A like limitation should 
probably be placed on the deposits in this 
country, leaving to persons of larger means 
to purehase a bond direct. The Chicago 
7 imes, laboring under its habitual ignorance, 
further objects : 


Another enormous mischief of the scheme would 
be found in its tendency to perpetuate and increase 
the national debt. English eavings and trust funds 
absorb a national debt of nearly $4, 000, 000, 000. 
Savings in this country would now absorb a debt of 
$1. 000, 000, 000; ten years hence, a debt of double 
that amount would probably not exceed the aggre- 
gate of savings for investment. A system of 
„Government savings depositories’ would re- 
quire a Government debt at no time less than the 
aggrogate of savings deposited. Either the depos- 
its must be arbitrarily limited in amount. and the ag- 
gregate deposit of every persun must also be limited 
to a small sum (as it is in England), er the national 
debt must be steadily increased 12 Re ratio as the 
increase of savings seeking this move of security. 
A more potent and mischievous agency of reckless 
and ultimately ruinous infation than such a sys- 
tem in this country might prove to be, could per- 
haps not be casily devised. 


The Government now owes $2, 100,000,000, 


of which over $1,700,000,000 bears heavy in- 


terest, It is not probable that any person 
now living will see that debt paid. The 
present generation may well rejoice if in 
their day the interest on that debt be re- 
duced to 3.65 per cent. If that can be ac- 
complished, payment of the principal may 
wisely be deferred until such time as the 
hardly less oppressive local debts of the 
country shall have been paid off or mate- 
rially reduced. If thirty or fifty years hence 
the national debt shall be so reduced that 
the small savings of the people shall exceed 
it, we may leave it to the wisdom of the men 
of that day to devise some measure to meet 
the exigency. No such contingency is prob- 
able this side of the twentieth century, and 
we need borrow no trouble on that account.

A letter in yesterday's issue, evidently 
written by an Englishman, revives the ques- 
tion whether Gen. Gnavr was discourteously 
treated at the dinner given him by the Prince 
of Wales. Supposing the facts to be as 
stated, we do not see how there can be any 
serious controversy on this subject, The 
understanding is that the dinner was given 
in honor of Gen. Graxt, and that, when the 
company assembled, every other guest took 
precedence of him in going out to dinner. 
The awarding of precedence is in itself a 
distribution of honors. If the Prince of 
Wales, therefore, gave precedence to every 
guest over Gen. Grant, he dishonored the 
guest whom he pretended to honor. There 
is no use in beating about the bush, or talk- 
ing about cosmopolitan standards,” Brit- 
ish social usages,” the rights dearest to 
titled Britons,” and other such rubbish. The 
merits of the case are as plain as the nose on 
our correspondent’s face. It is impossible 
to honor a man and to dishonor 
him on one and the same occa- 
sion. There is a wide difference, 
we desire to add. between the circumstances 
in which Gen. Grant was placed and those 
which would exist if any British subject were 
invited to dinner by the Prinee of Wales. It 
is not conceivable that the Prince of Wales 
should give a dinner in honor of a subject ; 
or, if he did, that the chief guest of the occa- 
sion should be required to fill the onerous po- 
sition of last man in the precession. If he 
were, however, he might be expected to sub- 
mit to institutions to which he owed alle- 
giance. But Gen. Grant was not a British 
subject. He was no mean citizen of the 
greatest Republic the world has ever seen; 
he had occupied a station which his country- 
men consider, and he considers, as lofty as 
the throne to which the Prince of Wales is 
only an heir; he had been the General of 
armies such as England never saw, and scarce- 
ly imagined modern times could produce; 
he had held with honor, and resigned 
with honor, every office ever conferred 
npon him. For the Prince of Wales to 
place such a man behind a troop of titled 
nobodies—‘‘only great in that strange 
spell, a name "—was not to do him honor, 
but to insult him; and we still hold, as every 
American will hold, that, if the circum- 
stances were as related, Gen. Grant should 
have left the room instantly and forever. 
The snub was of the most flagrant descrip- 
tion. Besides, it was an imposition, inas- 
much as it was put upon one who had been 
promised the most distinguished consid- 
eration. 

We have been at some pains to qualify all 
the comments on this matter by the sup- 
position that the facts were as originally 
stated. Some explanation has been offered 
for the circumstances since the first strictures 
of Tue Tarwune appeared. It has been said 
that the dinner was not given to Gen. 
Grant, but tothe Emperor of Brazil, and 
that the former was present merely as an in- 
vited guest. This statement has not been 
fully verified; if true, it puts an entirely 
different face on affairs, but it does not alter 
the principles involved nor relieve the author 
of the letter in yesterday's paper bf an ab- 
surd devotion to exploded ides. 


NO CLAIM AGAINST THE STATE SAVINGS. 
And now comes into court the United 


States Government making a demand on the 
State Savings Institution for $21,693.39. 
On Saturday Mr. Tiron, the Assignee, was 
served with a notice, calling on the bank for 
this modest sum as an alleged deficiency in 
taxes paid on deposits during the years 1876 
and 1877. There is no pretense that any 
previous demand has ever been made for 
this; simply it is asserted that the Internal 
Revenue Department has newly alighted on 
a previously-unrecognized debt, and it 1s 
usually understood that Government claims 
are prior to all others on every estate, State, 
corporate or private, bankrupt or solvent. 

The basis of this large demand, wherein 
the United States Treasury proposes to 
sweep into its capacious maw the savings of 
some hundreds of depositors, we understand 
to be as follows: 

In Jane, 1874, Congress passed a law ex- 
empting from the usual bank tax all deposits 
(below $2,000 each) held by any savings 
bank similar to the State Savings Institution, 
1. e., one having a capital stock for the 
security of its depositers. There had been 
& previous law exempting all such deposits 
in purely mutual savings banks. The law- 
makers incorporated in the statute the fol- 
lowing very proper restrictions, viz.: That 
the bank does business as a savings bank 
only; that it is recognized as a savings bank by 
the laws of its State; that all profits above 
8 per cent per annum are divided among the 
depositors; that its capital stock is in- 
vested in the same class of securities as is 
wand for iuvesting the devosita: that in- 


terest not less than 4} per cent per anoum | 
is paid to its Poth 


All these restrictions the State Savings was 
supposed to be living within, It did busi- 
ness as a savings bank only, and it had a 
special charter as such from che State, 
Profits on capital stock there have been none 
since the of the exemption act. 
Interest at 6 per cent was paid on deposits. 
Where, then, is the hook on which to hang 4 
doubt as to its exemption from a deposit tax ? 
Simply. to use the Commissioner's own 
words, that it ia not clearly recognized by 
the State of Illinois as savings institutions of 
the character entitled to exemption under the 
provisions of Sec. 8,408, Revised Statutes.” 

Now, Mr. Guam B. Raum, Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, is an IIlindoisan and 4 
lawyer, and he must be aware that there is 
no general Savings Bank law in the statutes 
of Illinois. Does it then follow that there 
are no savings banks in the State? Or that. 
they exist unrecognized by the law? Such 


‘an assumption is quite untenable. Each of 


these institutions exists by virtue of a spe- 
cial act, endowing it with the fullest powers 
claimed and enjoyed by similar institutions 
elsewhere, as to savings, trusts, annuities, 
dealings with minors and married women, 
eto. Still, with these charters all before him 
or within his reach, Mr. Raum expresses him- 
self as not convinced that the banks are 


„recognized as savings institutions by 


their State. 

It fortunately happens that in the [linois 
Revenue law the existence of savings banks 
is taken cognizance of, and a special provis- 
ion is made for the manner in which they 
shall make their returns to the Assessors, 
and through them to the Auditor of State 
and the Board of Equalization. We 
venture the hope that whenever the 
managers or Assignee of the State 
Savings Institution shall make it plain to the 
legal advisers of the United States Revenue 
Department that that bank has made & re- 
turn in conformity with this provision of 
the Illinois Revenue law, which return has 
been accepted, recognized, and listed as that 
of a savings bank duly organized under the 
laws of Illinois, this monstrous claim for 
„back taxes will be abated by the Depart- 
ment; and, if it is not so abated, we should 
recommend all our savings banks to make 
common cause and fight the assessment in 
the courts, fully confident that it could never 
be enforced. 

There appears to be a difference in the 
treatment of savings banks in the New 
England Statesand inthe West. The former 
pay no taxes on deposits; the latter find it 
difficult to secure a similar immunity. In 
this connection we invite attention to the 
following extract from a report of Mr. Prarr 
(Mr. Raum's predecessor in office), treating 
of the injustice and inequality in the work. 
ings of the law in the two sections of the 
country : 

By the existing law, as seen, the deposits made 
by any one person are not liable to tax unless they 
exceed $2.000, and this exemption, instead of be- 
ing confined to savings banks having no capital 
stock and doing no banking business, is now, by 
recent legislation, extende! to classes of institu- 
tions bearing kindred names, having capital stock, 
and making dividends. It will also be 
apparent at a glance how unequally this tax is 
distributed among the States. Thus, upon a given 
amount of capital and devosits, the tax in Califor- 
nia as compared with Massachusetts is as ten to 
one, and Michigan compared with the same State 
as sixtecn to one; in Virginia as compared wita 
Vermont, five to one. The City of New York, 
posse-sing taxable capital and deposits $50. 000. 000 
less than Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Mas- 
sachusetts, and Connecticut combined, pays a tax 
three times as great as those States; while these 
same States, having capital and deposits three 
times as great as California, pay about one-half 
the tax thereon that is paid in California. I 
present these figures for your consideration, and 
for such use as you may deem proper in your re- 
port to Congress, with this single remark: That if 
deposits in these so-called savings institutions are 
thought a proper subject for exemntion from tax- 
ation, when they are employed with such profit- 
ahle results, it were better to return to the rule 
adopted by Congress in 1866, when deposits made 
by any one person in excess of $500 were subject 
to taxation. 

Meanwhile, we cry ‘‘ hands off” the assets 


of the State Savings Institution, as to the 
Government, the Bankrupt Court leeches, 
and every one else except the euffering de- 
positors. 

THE SOUTHERN PENITENTIARY, 

The action of the Southern Penitentiary 
Commissioners in selecting a site for that in- 
stitution is peculiar, to say the least. It 
looks very much as though they have set out 
with the determination that the $200,000 
voted by the last Legislature shall be ab- 
sorbed in the preliminaries.. Thus they will 
prepare the way for expending at least a 
million dollars on the construction of a new 
Penitentiary, and postpone the needed relief 
for the Joliet prison for a couple of years. 
The Commissioners have fairly laid them- 
selves open to this suspicion by agreeing 
upon the Town of Grand Tower first for lo- 
cating the new prison, and now upon the 
Town of Chester, after Grand Tower was re- 
jected by the Governor, Auditor, and Attor- 
ney-General, whose approval is necessary. 
They have shown the most persistent inten- 
tion to select some obscure, remote location, 
far removed from the centre of the State, 
difficult of access, surrounded by unfavorable 
conditions for building, and in all respects 
calculated to promote delay and increase the 
expenditures. 

We presume, of course, that the Governor, 
Attorney-General, and Auditor will veto the 
selection of Chester as promptly as they did 
that of Grand Tower. All the objections 
that were urged against the latter lie against 
the former. Chester is only fifteen miles 
north of Grand Tower, and is practically 
just as remote as Grand Tower from the cen- 
tre of the Southern District which is to“sup- 
ply the prisoners. It is surrounded by the 
same bottom lands, but is situated on a bluff, 
which will necessitate an expenditure of 
$25,000 to $30,000 before the foundation can 
be laid. It is five or six miles from a stone- 
quarry, which has scarcely been opened and 
contains sandstone of at least doubtful 
quality. Chester illustrates in itself the dis- 
advantages of the location. Though an 
old town, a grist-mill is all that it can boast 
of in the way of industry. There is a little 
one-horse railroad running between Chester 
and Tamaroa, where it connebdis with the 
Illinois Central; bat there is so little busi- 
ness done that the forty miles of road were 
recently sold for $60,000 (not enough to pay 
for the old iron), and the Receiver has just 
stated to the Board of Equalization that the 
road was not paying even at that price. It 
is known in that section of the country as 
the tri-weekly road, because it ruus out 
a train one week and tries to get it back 
the next. The location of the Southern 
Penitentiary at Chee! ld be * 
more nor less than a State subsidy to this 


bankrupt railroad, since the State would be 
obliged to support it, or have nu way of

A- 
terwards, he left the sea temporarily. and served 
as volunteer aide-de-camp to Gen. Worth during 
the Mexican war. From 1857 to 1861 he was 
Secretary of the Light-House Board, wiich posi- 
tion he resigned in order to become à Commandant 
in the Confederate navy. His services in tas 
Sumter and the Alabama are too well kuown to 
need recapitalation in thie place.

The West Park Commissioners met very qui- 
etly and very early yesterday morning on very 
important business. A quorum was present. 
The object ol the meeting Was to reveive the re- 
port of the expert appointed some time 
since to go through the books aud accounts of 
the Board. 

An abstract of the report of the expert is ap- 
pended, a certified copy of which was sent to 
Gov. Cullom last evening: 

The report says in substance that the books 
havé been kept in a very defective manner, with- 
out any system or regularity, neither do they 

represent the condition of the parks, and many 
accounts necessary to a thorough examination 
of the trust do not appear on the ledger, such 
as the salary account, discontinued since No- 
vember, 1873, cash account, receipts for taxes, 
land purchase account, iuterest on land bonds, 
interest on temporary loans, ete. Had these 
accounts been kept, the conditéon of the 
treasury would have been better, and pecuniary 
situation less embarrassing,

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OBITUARY. 
JOHN EARLY. 
Senator John Early died at 11 o’clock vester- 
day morning at Highwood after a lingering ill- 


ness extending over two years. It was the re- 


sult of a severe attack of pneumonia which he 
contracted two vears ago, and from whith he 
bas vainly sought to recover. He went last 
winter to Florida in company with Senator 
Mills, but did not seem to derive any substan- 
tial benefit from the change of elimate. Ben- 
ator Mills died there about two monthsago, and 
Mr. Early came home. His illness had been ag- 
gravated, and some claim his death 
hastened, by fret and worry over a 
troublesome libei suit which is proba- 
bly well enough remembered. For the 
last two years he had been gradually declining 
into 2 and about three weeks ago 
he repaired to the Sanitarium at Higuwood for 
treatment. While there his decline was so 
rapid that the physician (Dr. Gatchell) would 
not allow bim to be carried to his home. His 
wife and his five children were all with bim iu 
his last hours. The remains were taken yestcr- 
day to the home at Rockford, where the funeral 
services will be held at 2 o’clock to-morrow 
aiternoon. 

John Early was born in Essex County, Canada 
West, March 17, 1828. He was of Irish parent- 
age, ind came to the United States when 12 

ears of age. During the War of 1812 the 
father served as a private soldier in the United 
States Infantry, and at the close of the war set- 
tied in Ohio, whence he moved to Canada, re-

strong anti-slavery man. He cast his first bal- 
lot for John P. Hale, candidate for President in 
1 and always voted anti-slavery tickets; and 
in 1856 he naturally allied himself with the Re- 
publican party, to which organization he has 

since adhered. 

In 1868 he was elected Assessor of Rockford; 
in 1864 he declined to run, but was again elected 
in 1865, and, despite his refusa! to run, was 
re- elected in 1866. 

In 1369 Gov. Palmer, in looking over the field 
for men to rate and carry into effect the 
State Reform-School for juvenile offenders, se- 
lected him as one of the first Trustees. He held 
this high trust until he was elected to the State 
Senate in 1870, from the Twenty-third Senato- 
rial District, com of the Counties of Win- 
nebago, Boone, McHenry, and Lake. After the 
State was redistricted, be was again eiect- 
ed Senator trom the Ninth District. 
Upon the organization of the Senate 
in 1873 he was chosen President, and became, 
by reason of Lieut.-Gov. teveridge succeeding 
to the office of Governor, acting Lieutenant- 
Governor of the State. In 1874 he was elected 
Senator for the third time, and upon the organi- 
zation of the Senate in 1875 was unanimously 
chosen the Republican nominee for President of 
the Senate, but was defeated by a coalition of 
the Democrats and Independents. As a legis- 
lator he was active, and was the author of many 
im t bills which became laws. 
ersonally, Mr. Early was bighly respected, 
both jn private and public life, as an honest and 

ientious man, and his death will be sin- 
cerely deplored by a large circle of friends. 


MUCH MYSTERY. 


THE OBRPHAN-ASYLUM BRIDE LEAVES HER HUS- 


BAND. 
The evening of Aug. 7, 1877, was a memorable 
one in the history of the Orphan Asylum at 789 
Michigan avenue. On that evening was cele- 
brated, in the presence of the Directresses, for 
the first time since the foundation of the In- 
stitute,—some twenty-tive years ago,—the mar- 
riage of an inmate.

He came here 
in search of a missing brother, and, tracing his 
brother’s wife to the Orphan Asylum, then and 
there became acquainted with the orphan 
girl Ida. It was apparently love, 
and love of the most fervent 
descriptioa, at first sight, on both 
sides. The Directresses and inmates were 
eager to make the young couple happy, and 
how well they worked can be seen from the 
simple description of the bride’s toilet: She 
wore ashes-of-rose cashmere, demi-traip, with 
polonaise, high corsage, full-length sleeves, 
— trimmings, and a wreath of natural flowers. 
Zvery body present agreed that the orphan girl 
looked so sweet that evening, 
The ceremony over,—which, by the way. was 
— by the Rev. Mr. Todd, Assistant 
etor of Grace Episcopal Church,—the happy 
upholsterer took his orphan to a boarding- 
house on West Adams street, very near Hal- 
sted. Here, amid those rather unromautic 
shades, the young Englishman pointed out a 
future of roses to his bride. The place was not 
such a one as he wished, yet it was near the 
Halsted street cars, and this was a big item to a 
man who must work hard all day long.

THE MOVEMENTS OF THE GANG OF FORGERS 
who were recently arrested in this city were cer- 
tainly very mysterious, aud so suspicious thatitis 
not to be wondered at that their. captors took 
severe and arbitrary measures with them. A 
Tumor reporter has learned a little further 
of the strange and silent maneuvres of the per- 
sohs who were engaged in the extensive opera-

Wasntworox, D. C., Sept. 3.—Wiliiam Henry 
Smith, General Agent of the Western Associ- 
ated Press, was to-day appointed Collector of 
Customs at Chicago, vice J. Russell Jones, aus- 
pended. Mr. Jones had been twice requested 
to resign, and, as he did not see fit to comply, 
his suspension was ordered, The appointment 
of Mr. Smith gives great satisfaction to all who 
know him, and is regarded as one of the beat 
yet made by the President. 

The intended retirement of Assistant-Secre- 
tary McCormick from the Treasury Department 
is understood to be solely on account of the 
arduous character of the duties of the position, 
which his heaith, and especially the difficulty 
with his eyes, from which he has suffered for 
many years, make it unsafe for him to continue 
to perform. Gov. McCormick, during the short 
time he has been in the Treasury, has shown 
remarkable ability for speedily comprehending 
the immense amount of business which has de- 
volved upon him, and disposing of it promptly. 
No other Assistant-Secretary of the Treasury 
has for vears, in so short a time, becomeequally 
familiar with the business of the De ent, 
or been able to transact it more rapidly and in- 
telligently. It is not at all improbable that the 
report that the Hon. Edward McPherson, new 
Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 
will succeed Gov. McCormick will turn out to 
be true, although no positive arrangement of 
this kind has yet been made, and it is not be- 
lieved that McPherson has yet been consulted 
on the subject.
